ThisJs usually not 
necessary for more than {wo or three 
days, The transfer of lambs from 
one ewe to another can be made at 
birth or while the lamb Is still very 
young by fooling the ewe, who by 
the way depends largely on the sense 
of smell to Identify her offspring: 
Should a ewe have but one lamb, a 
day old, and it is desired to have 
her feed a second one, rub the two 
lambs together until they have the 
same smcil and then teat the ewe's 
ability to identify. If a ewe loses 
her lamb and It is desired to have 
her adopt and feed another one, such 
¢an be done by removing: the skin 
from the dead Jamb and placing such 
on the back of the lamb that it Is 
desired she should adopt. This must, 
of course, be done in a comparatively 
shorg time; but cutting a slit in each 
corner of the pelt through which the 
legs of the living lamb may be pass- 
ed, it in easy to keep the skin in 
place for a few days. Twin lambs 
frequently do not get suMcient milk 
for best development, and again the 
strong lamb will get.more than Its 
share. Close attention js necessary 
to make such adjustment as will in- 
sure the lambs getting a fair share. 
When lambs are not gelting all the 
milk that they need from thelr moth- 
ers, provision should be made to sup- 
plement such by teaching the Jambs 
to drink cows’ milk from bottle or 
Dan. 
Grain Feeding. © + 4 

When the lambs are two or three 
weeks old they will start nibbling at 
grain, hay or grass. At this time, 
they should be encouraged to feed 
by way of-placing choice bits of fod- 
der and grain in a small feed trough 
where they can reach it without be- 
dng disturbed by the older sheep. 
Bran, ground oats, cracked corn and 
oll cake meal are very desirable con- 
centrates for lambs. Fresh water and 
salt should always be available In the 
pens, yards or pasture. The amount 
of grain to feed will depend largely 
upon the use that it Is desired to 
make of the lambs.

Cheap Ice For the Farmer. 


Farmers who have not already.done 
go should prepare to lay by a store 
of ice for cooling milk and for house- 
hold use next summer. The cost of | 
harvesting and storing ice is low 
when compared with the saving ef- 
fected. Ordinarily, {t is safe to har- 
vest two tons Of ice for each cow 
in the herd. This will allow for melt- 
ing and leave ‘enough for family 
needs, Where cream only is sold, 
about one-third of that quantity of 
ice will be needed. 

. Did you ever try co-operation in 
fce harvesting? It works like a 
charm. Get one or two of your 
neighbors to go into such a scheme. 
One pond or stream and one set of 
tools will answer for all. The equip- 
- ment necessary for harvesting and 
storing ice consists simply of saws, 
tongs, and iron bars for, pushing the 
blocks of icearound. ~ 2 
A rough board enclosure ten feet 
square and eight fest high will hold 
sufficient ice to-provide fifty pounds 
per day for 130 days after allowing 
for a reasonable amount pf wastage.

The medicm for the 

presentation was Sir Thomas Whito; 

Minister ‘of Financo in the Border 
Cabinet, and he argued’ strongly for 

regulations which.woald ensure to 

the pedestrian the priority in ‘traffic 

matters which is legally his and also 

for a récognitioa of the proposition 

that the time has passed when the 

owner of a motor car can expect to 

be able to use st at all times and for 

all purposes. 

In the opinion of Sir Thomas, ex- 
pressed to the members of the com- 
mftee, the time {a rapidly approach- 
ing at which the city strects will 
be inadequate for the accommodation 
of the motor traffic which they will 
be called upon to bear. Tho only 
solution for the situation which he 
saw, accordingly, was that limitations 
should be placed upon tho use of 
motor vehicles, their employment for 
certain purposes at particular houra 
during the day being banned. He 
would also abolish “parking” u: 
the city streets, claiming that it Ms 3 
& practice which resulted in the 
throughfares being blockaded and 
monopolized to too great an extent. 


Speed Law for Province 

So far aa the immediate regula- 
tion of traffic with a ylow to less- 
ening the present terrific toll of omt- 
or deaths was concerned, Sir Thomas 
White had several _ suggestions, He 
would have, primarily, a specd law 
covering the Province as a .whole and 
modified where necessary to meet 
the requirements of a particular city. 
He would further Rave every driver 
licensed, thus abolishing the driving 
of cara_by minors and children.

Certain of his points, they 
declarod, had already been provided 
for in the sections of the proposea 
Provinclal Act already drafted. Full 
consideration to the other sugges 
tions would, they promised, be given,

SWEDISH EXPERT OUTLINES 
GERMANY’S FINANCIAL FUTURE 


Stockholm, Nor, —If France 
breaks with Germany financially chaos 
will follow, and the mark will drop to 
almost any conceivable low rate,” said 
Professor Gustay Cassel, Swedish ex- 
pert in international finance, and ad- 
visor to tho League of Nations, upon 
his recent return from Berlin where 
he had been called by the German gor, 
ernment, together with seren other 
financial experts fiom th United 
States, England, Holland and Rus- 


oe Cassel declares that unless 
present conditions in Europe are al- 
tered, stabilization of the German 
mark will be impossible, The experts 
wero agreed on this. They  recom- 
mended that the German gorernment 
ask for a moratorium of reparations 
payments for at least two years, If 
this request is granted, stabilizstion 
will depend principally on Germany's 
production and on the makeup of 
the national budget. An internationa) 
loan to Germany wodld not in itself 
solve the problem, he says, but woul 
have a tremendous, moral effect on the 
people.

perts recommended, according to Pro- 
fessor Cassel; that in case the mora;

Remarkable Rise in Last 
Few Weeks—Only 17 
Cents From Parity 
Yesterday 


New York, Dec. 13.—Sterling ex- 
change had another sensational ad- 
vance today, demand ‘reaching’ the 
fop level of 4.69, which is within 17 
cents of parity. This ia the highest 
tate since March 21, 1919, when the 
Hritish Government lilted all re-trice 
tions and suspended | its stabilizing 
operations. At one time durin: the 
day banks reported that sterling was 
practically unobtainable. Bankers 
believe that the par of sterling— 
4.8666—may be reached by the turn 
of the year and that in 1993 the gold 
export level may be touched, 

Manchester, Dec, 13.—The remark+ 
able rise of the pound sterling is be- 
lieved here, says the Guardian, to be 
caused by @ persistent demand from 
American epeculators for sterling ras 
ther than caused by any operation on 
the British side. 

The United States speculative de- 
mand is based on the view expressed 
that the paper pound will be restored 
to the gold value in the near future. 
The extent to which the speculation 
has developed is attributed to the 
fact that America has recovered from 
depression more rapidly than Britain, 
and that therefore it has paid Ameri- 
cans to trade within her own commun. 
ity, causing British traders to follow 
them there, A demand for aterling has 
developed on the American side due 
to these trading operationa and the 
speculators have .carried it to exces 
sive lengths, according to opinion

PAY FOR BRIDGE 


Baltimore, Dec. 8.—Twelve years 
ago the Pennsylvania Railroad gave 
away an old bridge over the Susque- 
hanna River at Havre de Grace to 
private interests; the building of a 
new bridge had made it, apparently, 
valueless. Automobiles ever since 
have been crossing the® structure in 
increasing numbers, and the men 
who got the bridge for nothing in 
1910 recently sold it to the State of 
Maryland for $585,000. And in the 
12 years it was in their possession 
they pocketed $370,000 in dividends, 
all in toll charges collected from mo- 
tor cars. 

When the new bridge made the old 
one of doubtful use, the railroad com- 
pany offered it first to the State and 
then to the county, but without suc- 
cess. If no one accepted it, the com- 
pany was confronted with the neces- 
eity of-removing it, which would

Canada has had an exceptionally 
good harvest thia year, but as the United States con- 
sumption jnoreases faster than production it ia prob- 
able that the Dominion will soon not only occasionally 
but permanently become the greatest source of the 
world’a wheat export supply.

TALC MINES IN HASTINGS 


A report recently published by the Department 
orf Mines under the caption of Tale and Soapstone in 
Canada" and prepared by Hugh 8. Spence, deals in 
a very thorough manner with the subject, but is ol 
especial local interest because of the fact that all other 
talc and soapstone mines in Canada than those near 
“Madoc, produce s negligible quantity of ore. The re- 
port is. of considerable length,. comprising 80 pages of 
text with. 17, illustrations und a map. : 

Talo is known to-ocour in Nova Scotia, Quebec, 
British Columbua, and in Hastings County in Ontario.

«The Nova Scotia occurrences aro small and are 
“not regarded as of economic importance.» Quebec un- 
doubtedly possesses important talc deposits, most ol 
them yielding an off color grade of ground tale, which, 

~ however, bas, a. good ‘‘slip"’ and is of value for the 
»paper, roofing.and foundry uses. A similar grade of 
talc is_produced st several localities in British Colum- 
bia, and there ix, also, in that provinte a deposit of 
cream colored steatite, or massive talc, that shows 
some promise, and that may, with improved transpor- 
tation facilities afforded by the Castle-Windermere 
Highway, prove capable of development. 

The principal talc mines of the Dominion, bow- 
ever, lie'in the vicinity of Madoc, only a few miles 
north of Belleville:.. These mines produce a superfine 
white ‘alo.that is much in domand by tho manufactur 
era of taloumn powder, textles, paper, sosp and rubber. 

Aocording to the statistics of production given in 
the report, for 1920, the amount mined was 21,000

HERE AND THERE 


IMPROVING THE, RAILWAY_ COUPLING

which is enormously strong. This materia) has, how 
ever, the disadvantage of tending to be ecmewhat brittle 
and it is well known that constant vibration increase 
any tendency to brittleness. To meet this situation on 
of the leading British firms hes applied a special fori o 
nickel-chrome steel which, while of great tensile strength 
is quite free from brittleness. . Railway couplings made 
from thie material have recently been subjected to, test: 
and show remarkably fine results, Whereas. « couplin: 
of the old type would stand s pull up to about 60 tous 
one of the new couplings of a smaller diameter will easily 
sfand over 110 tons.’ The same steel as is used in these 
couplings has been applied with great success in automo 
bile and marine work a8 well as ig aero engines and ir 
turbine and locomotive details.

AN IMPROVED FORM OF PULLEY. 

No kind of equipment is more familiar to the engin- 
eer than @ shaft carrying pulleys; and in most cacea it 
retains # primitive simplicity wwhich makes it  pdaptable 
to a wide range of conditions. There are, however, cases 
where “a departure from the traditional form is likely te 
pe advantageous. For example, the development of ball 
bearings, to which keen attention is being given in Grest 
Britain, is regarded as an important source of economy 
in running. Another feature is the use of a split pulley 
wherd:t ia necessary to add pulleys to a line of shafting. 
Quite a-new form of split pulley, claiming many advan- 
tages, has been introduced by a British firm, and it ts 
so .sitiple in construction that one person can easily 
mount it on a shaft within a roloute, The pulley is made 
in two parts, one forming more than three-quarters of 
the citcle and, carryfitg two projections against which 
the other plece is fitted. The adjustment of ‘one pcrew 
tighteng up the pulley and keepa it in straight alignment. 
No aide-holding screws ate employed, so that the pulley 
can be fitted close up to another pulley, This and its

NEW AUTO ENGINE 
SUCCESS IN FRANCE 


Paris, Dec. 18—The “semi-Dicscl" 
automobile is now an accomplished fact. 
One of these oil-burning motors recently 
was installed on a heavy touring car 
chassis weighing two snd onchalf tons. 
The car made the trip to Bordeaux and 
back in two days, carrying five pas 
sengers, much baggage, and 60 gallons of 
reserve fuel. 

The motor is designed to burn, “gas 
oil”, a heavy petroleum product re- 
maining after the herosene has been ex 
tracted. It costs here 12 cents a gallon 
as compared with 56 cents for gasolinc. 
The car made about 7 miles to the gal- 
fon and about 280 milcs on a gallon of 
lubricating oil, so that the cost of opera: 
tion worked out at two cents a mile. 

Experts in charge of the experiment 
predict a great future for this type of 
motor. The engine used was found too 
small for the weight it had to pull, but 
an average speed of 30. miles an hour }- 
was maintained, which was regarded ‘as 
ereditable. The “semi-Dicsel” type of 
motor, its friends say, not only costs Icss 
for upkeep but is simpler and therefore 
cheaper to make than the standard type. 
Experiments: are being conducted with

“Itds by no means every man who 
knows that in the name he bears 





valual clue to his ancestty. 

Thu if he signs Jt»Harcourt or 
Venables, Pelham or Percival, Daw- 
nay or Daubney, he may be pretty 
sure ghat the founder of his family 
had fis cradling in’ Normandy— 
though whether he was a lord, a 
knight, or & scuillion'is hidden from 


Similarly, if he bears the name of 
any town or village in England, it 
is probable that that village or town 
was the cradle of his forefathers; 
though here, again, he geta no clue 
to the quality of {ts first bearer, who 
might be the lord of manors or an 
honest tradesman or artisan. And 
when there are several places of the 
same name, often.in different coun- 
ties, he {s still ignorant as to which 
of them he originally halls from. 

Even when a man’s surname 
throws no light on the place of origin, 
it often gives, interesting clues to 
past history. Thus, if he is called 
Tanner or Glover, Butcher or Baker, 
Carter or Carpenter, he may know 
peat the first of his forefathers to 

bear that. name followed ove or 
other of these occupations. 

The first Thwaytes was a feller of 
wood; Jenner was a:joiner; Milner, 
a miller; Webster, a weaver; Barker, 
a tanner; Lorimer, a maker of bits 
and spurs; and so on through the 
long list of old-time trades, many of 
them now. scarcely identifiable by the 
gverage:man — such as Stringer, a 
man who mada bow-strings; Tipper, 
who tipped arrows; and Fletcher, who 
affixed the feathers, 

When surnames throw no light 

upon the place of origin, they occa- 
sionally reveal the altuation of the 
original home. Thus, Tom who lived 
at the foot of the hill. was Jabelled 
Underhill; {£ his home was on the 
shore, he was Tom By-the-sea. And 
similarly wo get such patropymics aa 
Undercliff, Atwood, Atmoor, Byfield, 
and 80 on. ; 
Other surnames tell us what kind 
of men were they who first vore 
them: Dark or Fair, Ruddy (Russell) 
Or Palo (Whiteman); whether they 
were “Long” or “Short” or “Broad’'; 
“Merry* or ‘“Sadd";"“Bold” or Cows 
ard’; “Lightfoot” or “Heayyside.””

Weod Seed Spread by Manure, 

It is quite generally known that 
wocd seeds pass through the diges 
twe tracts of animala and still remala 
jisable- The manure will contain these 
| sede and the result {s that a fleld 
| may become infested with weed 
plants, some of a very noxtfous char- 
acter. In spite of this fact, precau- 
tions are not generally observed in 
the feeding of screenings which con- 
tain sceds of noxious weeds. 

.As a result of experiments at the 
Minnesota Agricultural Experiment 
Station, tt was found:that in feeding 
certain seeds to cows the germination 
May even’be increased after having 
Saased through the digestive tract 
Ourled dock; a very common farm 
weed, gezminated only four per cent. 
in Its natural condition, A quantity 
of this sced was fed to a cow, and 
100 such seeds were placed In a 
germinator. Ninety-elght out of the 
one hundted grew. The same Is true 
to sone extent of lambs" quarte 
often known as pigweed. The se 
of this weed germinated 62 per cent. 
before feeding, 88 per cent. after 
feeding. The germination of quack 
$tTass soemingly was not much affect- 
od, as a germination of 85 pa® cent. 
was secured before feeding, aud 80 
per cent. alter feeding. The viability 
of Canada thistle sced was Cecreased 
to some extent, but enough seed re- 
mained to infest a fleld, 

In view of the foregoing figures, 
‘he farmer should be very careful In 
the use of screenings. They should 
either be ground to the very finest 
Dossiblo condition, so as to crush all 
weed seeds, or else they should be 
fed to such animals as sheep, which. 
grind up and thoroughly destroy the 
oe, weed seeds,

Work atSeances 


Joseph F. Iinn, of New York, te 
& member of the American Society 
of Magicians, to which belong ‘the 
chief presfidigitateurs of the Urited 
States, and Is an amateur magician 
of parts. He [s also a sworn enemy 
and exposer of spiritiat mediums. 
Never a prominent spiritist appears 
{n his nelghborhoot whom he docs 
Bot challenge, and of course he did 
not except Conan Doy!e, who visited 
Toronto a short time ago, and who 
has been lecturing in the United 
States for a few weeks past. Mr. 
Rinn says that in all his inveslisa- 
tions he has never found the slight- 
eat evidence that spiritist seancea are 
what they pretend to be, or that any 
of the phenomena are produced by 
supernatural, means, in fact, he 
undertakes to reproduce any pheno 
tena, and offers to wager a large 
gum with any spiritist that he will 

unable to say how the trick is 
One, unless the spiritist happens to 
be a medium himself, in which case 
he will be presumed to know alj 
about it. 

Recently he gave the New York 
Herald an account of what. he 
aileges is a typical spiritist seance, 
@ cabinet seance, as it is called, 
wherein a spirit is brought from a 
eabinet and performs ghostly tricks. 
Thia is a common spiritist pheno-~ 
menon, and, as a rule, greatly ime 
Presses those who see it for the first 
me or do not understand how it is 
fone. As a rule, there are a couple 
ef confederates, the medium and one 
other member of the audience, the 
latter being often the master of cere- 
moniea or person under whose aus- 
Picea the seance is being held, The 
audience fn this typical seance, saya 
Mr, Rinn, will be made up of three 
classes.

arms. 

Since everybody knows that the 
demonstration it to take place In the 
cabinet, the soft-footed medium finds 
it not difficult to slip from her seat 
while all eyes are fastened upon an- 
other part of the room. The master 
of ceremonies then proceeds to call 
for the spirit, What appears first is 
something mysteriously glowing on 
the floor. It is the rolled-up fauze 
which the medium has deposited, he: 
hand clad in a black glove. At this 
moment the last remaining light in 
the room is extinguished, and there 
ia dense blackness, except what comes 
from the cabinet. Gradually the me- 
dium unrolls the glowing gauze 
which seems to grow itno a larger 
ball, The gauze im manipulated until 
the spectators believe they see some- 
thing rising from the floor, which 
sradually takes human shape as the 
tnedium thrusts her arms into the 
apertures, and draws the hood over 
her head and face, What happens 
subsequently varies in each case, 
But what the spectators sce fs sup- 
posed to be the spirit that has been 
evoked, It may bo a splrit that no- 
body Identifies, It may be claimed 
by the master of ceremonies, or, If 
nobody else Is credulous chough to 
recognize it, the spirit may announce 
itself as Robert Ingersoll or WHllaw 
Bhakespeare. 

Questions are put and answered. 
Then the spirit gives signs of dls- 
appearing, caused by the medium 
divesting herself of the gown and 
rolling it up again. Once more the 
epectatora sce something glowing on 
the floor, and as they gaze the me- 
dium slips back into her chair. It is 
now the business of the confederate 
to operate. This he does by means 
of a slender, collapsible stcel rod, di- 
vided Into twenty projecting sections 
80 equipped that it can be extended 
er contrac.ed at will by the pressure 
of the hand..

-A new memorial for Garlitopher 
Columbus toay be ‘erected In Sante 
Domingo, but thé project has raised. 
fresh discussion as to where the dis- 
coverer of America is really buried. 
It Is.one of the {ironies of the history 
of so great a discoverer that there 
shotild be any doubt as to w his 
bones lle, Tho Spanish natlon, ever 
since Columbus @ied at Valadolld, 
Spain, in 1506, has claimed-to have 
his ashes in its. keeping, and-still at 
least supposes that it cherishes them 
Bai under the high og. of the 
Cathedral of. Seville. The Mpaniards 
say that the Dominicans, jealous be- 
¢ause the bones of Columbus were 
removed. from Santo Domjso to 
Havana on the transfer of tife Island 
to the French in 1796, have trumped 
up the discovery of “the authentic 
remains” in the Cathedral of Santo 
Domingo, and that they have another 
body masquerading, as {t-were, in 
place of the ashes of the great 
admiral. 

Books have been written present- 
ing the arguments as to whether the 
Columbus bones remain in Spain or 
im Santo Domingo. The uncertainty 
arose from doubt as to the identity 
of the bones carried away from San- 
to Domingo about the year 1541. 
The remains, according to tradition, 
were interred in a vault under the 
floor on the right side of the hish 
altar (the right side looking from the 
altar, not toward it), and close by 
them somewhere were also interred 
the remains of Columbus’ son, 
Diego, and afterward (on the other 
side of the altar} those of his's gracd- 
son, Luis, 

These were the bones ‘sagt 
from Spain, presumably at the re 
quest of Columbus, to be bexied in 
Santo Domingo, but the intrusion of 
alot of old bones from Spain was 
something of a nuisance to the auth- 
oritics.of Santo Domingo Cathedral. 
Henee tho incident was followed by 
neglect, and, if there was any tablet 
or inscription marking the grave ax 
that of Columbus, it eventually dis- 
appeared. Nothing remained except 
a tradition that Columbus was buried 
there on the right sido of the altar. 

In 1795, when tho island was ced- 
ed to France, and when, in order that 
the ashes of the discoverer might not 
fall into the hands of foreigners, it 
was deerced that they be exhumed 
and removed to Havana, what was 
thought to be the dust of Columbus 
was deposited in the Cathedral at 
flavana, and remained there untill 
1898, when {t was removed to Se- 
tilte, in Spain, and interred there at 
the Cathedral, where it still- remains, 
venerated by the Spaniards as the, 
true body of Columbus. - Meantime, 
in 1877, some excavations at the 
Cathedral at Santo Domingo reanited 
{n the discovery of a long leaden box 
containing a number of plainly recog- 
n{zabdle bones, and an inscription on 
the exterior, which, belong translated, 
read: “The Discoverer of America, 
First .cdmiral.”

Off With Your Walstcoat. * 

Pinetti, the celebrated cofjurer of 
the elghteenth century, In his per- 
formance at Versailles before the 
French Court in 1872, relicyed some 
of the courtiers of their shirts with- 
out disturbing the rest of thelr agtire. 
Tt was a very striking trick, if,‘per- 
haps, hardly ‘suited for the greater 
refinement of the present day. 

The waistcoat can, however, be re- 
moved without taking the coat off, It 
being only necessary to unbutton the 
two garments. In this the waistcoat 
fs not pulled orer the back of the 
head as in Pinetti’s method for re- 
moving tho shirt.

In_ 1871 Mr. Wallbridge retired from 
the College and Mr. Beatty procured the 
assistance of Me, W. B. Robinson; who 
continued as one of the Principals until 
1904, when ill health . compelled — his 
retirement.

Fire Chicf Brown has received the 
following’ communication from John A. 
Robertson,” ‘xceretary of-the Canadian

“Following our usual custom at this 
season of the year I beg to draw your 
attention to the danger to life and pro- 
perty from Christmas decorations, such 
as draperies, scenery, cotton to represent 
«now, ete. Displays of this nature, and 
the lighting arrangements in connection 
therewith, add very considerably to the 
ordinary rixks of fire. 

“J would also point out that should 
lan accident of the kind occur in a crowd- 
ed store or mecting, the rapid spread 

f fire in such inflammable material is 
almost certain to occasion a panic with 
attendant risks to life and limb, The 
National Fire Protection Association 
and the Ontario Fire Marshal recom- 
mend that all fabrics for decoration pur- 
poses should be immerséd in a solution 
of commercial ammonium phosphate in 
the proportion of one pound of phos 


phate to one gallon of Re If then 
slightly wrung and dried they will :

| As stated above, many people still 
‘have a very erroneous idea of the in- 
tellectual; capabilities of the deaf; and 
there are some people who still regard 
them as ‘mental defectives. - Nothing 
could be farther from the trath. The 
deaf are in all respects similar to 
hearing people, with the exception of 
their deafness, and this deprivation 
is to-some degree compensated for by 
the more perfect development of the 
other senses, In mental alertness, in 
intellectual aptitodes and in manual 
ekill, the deaf are quite the equals 
of the hearing, and, comparing them 
Individually and collectively, there 
cannét be found in any public school 
in the Province a brighter ‘or more 
mentally ‘alert Jot of boys and girls 
Yhan can be seen at this school. 
Th point of morals the deaf are su- 
or to hearing people; ~not, we 
presume, that they possess less in- 
herenf evil, but because. their deaf- 
ness thakes them leas subject to temp- 
tation and less susceptible to evil in- 
fluctices. The difficulties, of discip- 
ne that break the heart_and ruin 
the nerves of so many teachers of 
hearing schools, are almost non-ex- 
istent at the School. for .the Deaf, 
where session alter session often goes 
by without the need for corporal pun- 
ishment, - As a rule the deaf are wery 
susceptible to religious “influences, 
and are more reverent than hearing 
people, probably due to the fact that 
they do not hear sacred things so flip- 
pantly and blasphemously spoken of 
as other people do every day. 

One very prevatent erroneous idea 
relative to the deaf is that those class- 
ed in the popular mind ag deaf-mutes, 
or deaf and dumb, are dumb in the 
sense in which they are deaf. They 
are’ deaf because their organs of heat~ 
ing are defective in some way. Many 
people think that they are mute be 
cause of some defect in their organs 
of specch,” This is by no means the 
case. The.vocal organs of the deaf— 
even the congenital deaf—are as per- 
feet asin the hearing. So far as we 
know there is not in this ,senec, & 
dumb child in the school, The reas- 
on a deat child cannot talk is because 
it does not know how. The process 
of learning to-talk is largely imitat- 
ive. A child learns to talk by hear- 
ing others talk and trying to imitate 
them. If a hearing child were brought 
up under conditions which precluded 
it from ever hearing the sound of hu- 
man speech, it woulg be as mute as 
a deaf child, and for exactly the sam: 
-pason, except to te extent to which 
it might imitate the sounds of ani- 
mals and birds. On the pther hand, 
if all the deaf children in Ontagio had 
their heazing restored, they would in 
a short time be able th talk as well as 
other people. The. older deaf people, 
however, would have more difficulty 
in learning to talk; perhaps those well 
up in years couki not Iearn at all, for 
the reason. that their organs of 
speech would probably have become 
atrophied by life-long disuse, The 
best. proof that the yocal organs of 
the deaf are not defective in the fact 
that in nearly all achools for the deal 
a larze proportion of the pupils—in 
the Ontario School over eighty per 
cent.—are being taught to speak, 

The, causes of deafness arc mani- 
fold, Only abéut forty per cent. of 
the deaf are so born; the athers lose 
during the first three “years of life.

© The number of pupils at present ir 
attendance at the 0.8.D. is 292, th 
largest. enrollment in the history of 
the school, andthe number will prob 
ably reach the 300 mark before the 
end-of the session. These are divid 
ed into 26 classes, averaging about 
eleven pupils to the class. As much 
of-the work. of feaching the deal, cs 
pecially in the juntor dral department 
must: be individual, the classes have 
tobe smaller than in hearing schools 
ten pupils being as many as one teach- 
er can, satisfactorily instruct, | In 
some schools the average is only 
eight, . 

In addition=to the academic work 
manual training and trades’ instruc 
tion are also given, Tho boys ma} 
Jearn farming, gardening, carpentry 
printing, shoemaking or baking; while 
the girls are instructed in dressmak- 
ing, houschokl science, all “kinds o* 
sewing and mending, and every sort 
of domestic work which girls in the 
best:regulated homes are expected tc 
become proficient in. It is hoped, in 
the near future to considerably extend 


‘the technical instruction at the schoo’ 


and also to carty on continuation 
work corresponding {to at least the 
first and eccond year High School 
courses, The school hours. are ar- 
ranged. so as to facilitate instruction 
in, the induatrig! department to as 


great an extent as possible. Part of 


the pupils begin work’ in the class 
rooms at 8 o'clock and are dismiss: 
ed at 290, spending the next twe 
hours in the shops, The rest of the 
pupils, chiefly juniors and intermed- 
iates, go to the shops from 8 till 9.5 
in the morning, and are in the class 
rooms from 9.30 till 3.45. This double 
shilt system enables much more thor- 
ough instruction to be given each pu- 
pil while in the shops than would be 
possible if all the pupils were pres 
ent at the seme time. 

As this is the virtual home of the 
pupils during the ten or twelve yearr 
that constitute the formative period 
of life, tnoral and relizioug training 
and instruction is an imperative and 
vital part of the work of the school 
The pupits of each denomination arc 
in charge of a minister of that per 
susion, if there is one in Belleville 
and these ministers are expected t 
come up to the school at specified 
times and give such instruction at 
they wish, assisted by # teacher as in- 
terpreter when necessary. The pu- 
pile may attend church whenever ar 
ranged for by the ministers in charge. 
There ise fully organized Sunday 
school, every teacher on the staff be 
ing required to teach a class every 
Sunday morning. The Reman Cath- 
olic pupils have a catechism class 
twice a weok, taught hy a teacher o° 
that church, and, as required by the 
rules of the church, must attend ecr 
vice every Sunday, weather and health 
permitting. Of course all religiour 
inatruction at the school is given al- 
ter school hours. 

There arestwo main methods of in- 
struction in schools for the deaf, the 
manual and the oral. In manual 
classes the pupjls are taught by writ 
ing and finger-spelling, with a limit 
ed use of ‘signs. Jn oral classea the 
recitations are conducted chiefly by 
apeech and lip-reading, though writ- 
ingf expecially in the higher classes. 
is freely used as in hearing schools 
Schools in which some of tite classes 
are taught by the oral method anc 
come. by the manual, are known af 
“combined"* schools. Half a century 
ago a great majority of the schools 
were, manual, but during the Jast few 
decades the oral system has been 
making rapid headway and is now the 
prevailing method ajl over the world. 
In-nearly all the’ leading schools tht

school is a positive detriment to the 
upils in the.acquisition of the com 
rect forms of the English language, 
ind “So are. prohibited ; in. all oral 
schools, or restricted to. the utmost 
rossible extent. «Of course, .all who 
care to use signs after thex- Icave 
‘chool, as most do, will. readily be- 
some proficient. in their uso by. associ- 
‘tion with their deaf friends. So in 
\fter years pupils, tauzht by. the oral 
nethod will have the great advantage 
af two modes of expression and com- 
nunication—signg -for those /,cenvers- 
ant with them, and speech and lip- 
reading for all ojbers,—a boon,; sure- 
ty, of almost inestimable. value, and 
+ source of gratifipation to their par- 
enta and friends, great, beyond the 
nower of words to express. 

Since the Ontario School for the 
Deaf was opened in 1870, some 1,600 
oupils have been graduated and taken 
their places in'the community, and it 
ts very gratifying indeed to know that 
almost without exception they are 
sarning a good livelihood and are re 
rpected and worthy, citizens. . Many 
of them, in fact, have done excceding- 
ly well and atesnow in affluent cir 
surmetances, and a. large numbes:own 
very comfortable. and;:. commodious 
homes, paid for by-their own-garninga. 
There are very few tradcs.or voca- 
tions in which the,deaf:have, not been 
able to engage with success, It may 
not be known’ to many:of our readers 
that-there was for;manyrycars:a law 
firm in Trenton composed of two deaf 
men, McLellan &:McLollan, «who were 
eduated in Great :Britain, but both o! 
whom are now deceasel. The follow. 
ing list of the industrial activities in 
which the deaf of -this Province are 
successfully engaged will. shaw how 
well able they ere to hold dheir own 
in competition: with hearing. people; 
Farmers, domestic workera, shoemak 
ers, printers, dressmakera,:. tailors 
painters, carpenters, teachers, book- 


hinders, bakers, scamstrosses, artista’ 


fietks, carriagomakers, — saw-mill 
workers, brushmakers, cigarmakers 
soopers, cabinet-makers, photograph- 
rs; woodcarvers, wireworkers, brass- 
fitters, baliffs, butchers, barbers, 
copists, packers, teamsters, engravers 
fanc¥-workers, glass-stainers, garden 
ors, Macksiniths, lithographers, lum- 
bermen, postal glerks, customs clerks, 
telegraph operators, and, doubtless 
many others, It: might beadsded that 
wherever the deaf are engazted they 
neet wilh the warmest commendation 
from their employers. A considerable 
number of deaf persons, male and fe 
male, aro employed. in the Post Of- 
fice Department; of Canada, there be. 
ing ten or twelve in Toronto alone. 
and all of them give excellent satis- 
faction and are highly. regarded by 
those in charge, and by their fellow 
employees. Severs! young ladies whe 
are recent graduates of the 0.8.D. arc 
employed as relay operators in the 
main office of the Great Northwestern 
Telegraph Co, in: Toronto, and are Te: 
garded as among. the most efficient 
and reliable of all the large staff em- 
ployed, there, Many large manulac- 
turing firms, such as the Goodycar 
Rubber Co., the Ford Motor Co., ete.. 
give-the preference to deaf operatives, 
and how efficient and satisfactory they 

are may be gatheted from a gemark 
recently made by. Mr. Henry. Ford. 
Ho was speaking of various classes of 
his employees, criticising «ome and 
comniending .. others _ with qualifica- 
tions, andshe concluded as follows: 
“No particuler. consideration has to 
be given to the deaf and dumb empoly- 
ses, They.do their work one hundred 
per cent.” on 

Most of the deaf after leaving school 
are ambitious not only to retain the 
measure of education they have al- 
ready acquired but to continue to add 
to their mental equipment and devel- 
opment. For several years & post- 
graduate reading and correspondence 
course was conducted by membera of 
the O.@%, staff, which was taken ad- 
vantage 6f by a considerable number 
of the then recent graduates, In 
nearly all the cities where a num iar 
of the deaf reside, they have form 
Alumnae’ Associations, Literary Soci- 
eties, or other organizations, which 
hold: regular’ meetings, at. whic ad- 
dresses are givefi, debates held, —pub- 
and various 
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other educational activities carried on, 
as well as social recreations, and most 
profitable and enjoyable times are 
had. Probably by no other class in 
the community is so large a propor- 
tion of the members making euch per- 
sistent’ and pralseworthy efforts at 
self-improvement. In the larger cen- 
tres regular’ religious services, Bible 
classes, etc,, aro held. In Toronto 
there is an orgenization known as the 
Toronto Evangelical Church. of the 
Dea‘; and’ several. memberes of this 
go voluntarily to many of the small- 
er places to conduct Sunday services; 
and every year. Huring the Easter 
season, a largely-attended and inspir- 
‘int three-day Bible Conference is held 
in Toronto, 

As already stated, the’ Ontario Gov- 
ernment decided in 1868 ‘to provide, 
for the teaching of the deaf children 
as a part of the regular educational 
system of the Province, and at once 
began the erection of 8 school build- 
ing, with the necessary repklential 
accomgnodation. Thts building was 
formally opened in the fall of 1870, 
with only three pupils in attendance, 
which number, however, increased to 
over one hundred before the close of 
the eession. This was & handsome aml 
imposing structure, but within three 
or four years it ‘was found to be in- 
adequate for the requirements of the 
achool, the attendance: at which in- 
creased beyond, all. expectations, ard 
soon passed the two hundred’ mark. 
So during the first decade various ad- 
ditions had to be made to the. dining- 
room, kitchen and chapel anu. to the 
heating plant, In 1876.8 principel’s 
residence was buill, which allowed of 
his living rooms in the main. building 
being turned into greatly needed clasa- 
rooma, .In\the,same year the paild- 
ing known as~Wood Hall, so named 
in honor of Hon; E., B. Wood, who 
was then the Minister in charge of the 
institution, was erected’ as a senior 
hoys’ dormitory, ‘store-room and. bos- 
pital, About 1800 a seware disposal 
plant was constructed, which, with 
various additions and improvementes 
since made, is proving most_satiefac- 
tory. In 1894 a handsome a well- 
equippsd_ hospital building wah erect- 
ed, and was formally opened by His 
Excellency, Lord Aberdeen, and nam- 
od by him the Gibson Hospital, in 
honor of the Minister then in charge. 

The amount of land originally pur- 
chased for the Institution was about 
0 acres, A few years ago an addition- 
a} 100 acres wag procured, which has 
proved to be a protable investment. 
This new farm includes about 40 acres 
of orchard, from which is picked from 
400 to 1,000 barrels of apples, general-, 
ly sufficient” for the necds of the 
school, and sometimes a considerable, 
excess for sale, This extensive farm 
makes it possible to keep a large herd 
of cows and other farm stock, 8plen- 
did stables and other buildings have 
been erected, and now the school is 
provided with an abundance of milk 
abtained from the cows and handled 
under the best sanitary conditions. 
An ample supply of ease is furnished 
by the large flock of hens, and a large 
proportion of the potatocs, vegetables 
and small fruits required by the 
school is raised on the farm and gar- 
dens. soee .

spray. When the fire is about to be; 
started, the pump and the atomizer 
are put in motion by means of 
switches on the electric switchbord. 
A long stick with a bunch of waste 
tied on the end of it, is saturated 
in gas oil yand a match touched to it.

RESEARCH WORKERS 
, MAKE DISCOVERY 


New York, Dec. 20.—Fragmentary 
eyidence . of unclassified prehistoric 
rodents and reptiles has been found by 
Albert Thompson, palcontologist, in the 
ranchiinds of Nebraska,” where in 
former years research workers have un- 
coveréd the remains of _mastodons, 
rhinoceroses, giant camels, alligators, 
dwarf horses and other queer beasts. 

The bonea of the strenge anisnals 
were uncovered on a ranch in Sioux 
County while Mr. Thompson, whi is a 
member of. the paleontological research 
staff of the American Muscum of 
Natural History, was searching for 
skeletons of threetoed drawf horses, 

Mr. Thompson began the study of 
paleontology while employed as a cow- 
boy in the Dakota Bad Lands more 
than thirty years ago. He was especial: 
ly interested in the remains of the 
thrée-tord horse and ‘other types of 
beasts of the rame family. 

In the interest of this work he went to 
Nebraska carly last summer, Aided by 
several students he began digging in | 
channel bed that appeared to be rich | 
in bones of all sorts. He found bits of 
the dwarf horse, of the alligator and of 
other animals, and then he came upon 
picees of skulls the character of which 
was new to him. 

Bad weather finally set in and Mr. 
Thompson was compelled to abandon 
his work, He had, however, collected 
hundreds of bones and skulls of great re~ 
search value. He plans. to return to 
Sioux County next year and resume 
work in the channel bed. 

“Western Nebraska undoubtedly is 
the richest field in America for this sort 
of work”, said Mr. Thompson recently 
and we hope to make startling discover- 
ics in the next two or three year, I 
shall return next summer and make an 
effort to find complete skeletons of the 
strange type of rodents and reptiles of 
which we have fragments.”

Wood Seed Spread by Manure. 

It 1s quite generally known that 
weed sceds pass through the diges- 
tre tracts of animals and still remaio 
viable. The manure will contain these 
geeds, and the result is that a field 
I may become infested with weed 
plants, some of a very noxtlous char 
acter. In spite of this fact, precau- 
tions are not generally observed in 
the feeding of screenings which con- 
tain seeds of noxious weeds. 

As a resuit of experiments at the 
Minvesota Agricultural Experiment 
Btation, it was found that in feeding 
oortain aceds to cows the germination 
may even be increased after having 

through the digestive tract 
Curled dock, a very common farm 
weed, germinated only four per cent. 
tm Ita natural condition. A quantity 
of this seed was fed to a cow, and 
100 auch seeds were placed in @ 
germinator. Ninety-eight out of the 
ono hundred grew. The same is true 
te some extent of lambs’ quarters, 
often known as pigweed. The seed 
of this weed germinated 62 per cent. 
before feeding, 8& per cent. after 
feeding. The germination of quack 
grass seemingly was not much affect- 
ed, ag a germination of 85 per cent. 
was secured before feeding, and 30 
per cent. after feeding. The viabliity 
of Canada thistle secd was decreased 
to some axtent, but enough seod re- 
mained to infest a field. 

in view of the foregoing figures, 
the farmer ahould be very cereful in 
the use of screenings. They should 
either be ground to the very finest 
possible condition, so as to crush all 
weed seeds, or else they should be 
fed to such animals as sheep, which 
grind up and thoroughly destroy the 
ordinary weed seeds.

He next turned his inventive mind in the direction of a 
more rapid means of manufacture. He worked early and 
late, many times discouraged, but always persistent, and 
at lest complete a machine that would turn out the 
pens by the thousand in the time hitherto required to 
make one by hand. ~ 

He made his invention known to the young lady and 
her brothers, and asked her to marry him. The morn- 
ing he was married the young machinist rose early, ani 
made a gross of pens, sold them for thirty-six dollars an} 
with this money paid all his wedding expenses . In a 
few years he had a large factory running in Birmingham 
which employed two hundred men, enzaged in the man- 
ufacture of Gillott's steel ‘pens. , 

Joseph Gillott lived to amass a fortune, and his pané| 
are sold all over the world. The price of one steel pen 
when he entered business would buy nine hundred by 
the time of his death. In the works that he established 
five tone of steel are used daily and one hundred and 
fifty million pens are manufactured annually, Before he 
died he visiled the old inn where he stopped on his first 
arrival in Birmingham, and ‘purchased the tickety olf 
settce upon which he sat in the timd of his despondency 
‘so many years before. In his will he devised it to his 
children, with the condition that they shoukl always 
preserve it as a reminder of the humbler beginnings of

Forbidden Football, 

A very curious old engraving has 
Seen discovered among some old 
books sold by 2 bookeeller in Parts. 
in 1823, representing Negroes play- 
ing football 

The fact that there were elevpn 
players and that their attitudes were 
the same as football players of to- 
day led one of the leading French 
sporting journals to make inquirics 
{oto the origin of the game. 

“Yn 1498,” it says, “alx years af- 
ter the discovery of America bf 
Christopher Columbus, the frst Eurer 
peans who landed in Gulana were 
surprised to find that among the 
games played by the natives was 8 
kind of football. 

“The game was played by eleven 
persons, ten standing in a ring with 
one fn the centre, The ball was of 
leather filled with down.” 

The English game dates still far 
ther back, repeated decreea pronhibit- 
ing it having been igsued by Edward 
I, Edward ILL, Henry IV., Henry 
VIII., and Queen Elizabeth.

shrunken Hosian Heads Were Found 
In Peru. 

One of the most fascinating coun 
tries of South America is Para. ly 
terest centres mostly around its Inca 
and‘ Pre-Inca ruins and much inter- 
ext Is manifested in the mauy tribos 
of Indians who inhabit tds Latin 
America cuuntry, but the tribe of 
most wonders is the Jivaro oF Jo 
veros, who baffle sclence tn thelr 
grucsome method of shrinking hu- 
man heads; a good Silustration of one 
ls owned by Mr. G. W. Sulman, ex 
M.P.P., of Chatham, Ont, & well 
known business man and & world tra- 
¢eler, who has made a magnificent 
collection of . curios, varied anG 
strange, from tho remote parts of 
the world, but the most etxraord 
cary, according to Mr. Sulman, is the 
shrunken head. 

Very little information concerning 
sbrunken heads is available. The 
Encyclopaedia Britannica fs very 
vague, mentioning them 8s belng 
thought objects of worship by the 
Jivaro. who are described as being 
a very war-like tribe and head 
punters. 5 

The shrunken head is, a5 ite 
name denotes, viz, a man’s head in 
its natural form, shrunken [o the 

size of an orange without loss of an 
expression or fcature. 

The manner of shrinking {is not 
known to science. it has becn gald 
that they brew a goneoction of sev 
sral herbs and shrubs, whieh when 
used, has a tendency of softening the 
bones, after which the heuds were 

placed In large piles of sand and & 
fire kept going for months, night and 
day, until the head is brought down 
to the miniature size, They were 
then taken out and hung in the huts 
of the owners as either trophies of 
war or objects-of worship. It bas 
also been said that the process of 
shrinking was done by alternately 
applying heat and then cold, but scl 
ence has been unable to Gnd the 
actual process. 

While in Peru Mr. Sulman was in- 
formed that scientists have entered 
the Peruvian wilds in which the Jl- 
varos have lived and that their heads 
hare come out the same as described, 
tecognizable in every dotall. 

The head is quite hard and re 
tains the hair and eyebrows and 
sven at close scrutiny the -whiskersa 
are visible on its face. 

Through the nose of Mr. Sulman’s 
specimen is a cord showing how the 
captive was led to his doom. Large 
holes are punched In the ears of the 
specimen for ear-rings, presumably 
the same as the incag but not s0 
large, as tho Incas were ear-rings 
eo heavy that they often pulled the 
fleshy part of the car almost to the 
shoulders. 

Many of the museums of North 
America are without a specimen of 
the eee head, which Is consid- 
ered really oro refharkable than a 
sunny.

Now and then in certain tropical 
ants curious hard round substances 
are found which one may properly 

jeall pearls, since their composition 
ts almost {dentical with the product 
of the oyster. — 

In Java, these substances are dis 
govered {n tho joints of bamboos. On 
analysis they are found to consist of 
almost pure carbonate of limo, which 
is the material that goes to make us 
the oyster pearl 

Sometimes the pearls are found Is 
fhe endorsperm of the coconut, ang 
they also occur In the wood of tee 
feak and pomegranate trees. 

They are sometimes the size of 
hatcl nut, but more often rathér 
smaller. How these pearls come into 
deing is not really known. They are 
bellered to be due to excess of cal- 
eareour and silicious matter in the 
plant. . 

In the East Indian Islands these 
pearls are valued very highiy os 
wharms, afd the owner of ono will 
pot part with it for any figure, be- 
causo he considers that as long ar 
he holds the pearl he will be immune 
from all tills.

An important {vature of the Can 
-cian Dbenking system s the privil- 
sae of note issue enjoyed by the char- 
‘ered banks, Under the Bank Act 
he banks may issue notes intended 
for circulation up to the aniount: of 
their unimpaired paid-up capital, _ 
plus the amount of gold and Démin- 
jon notes which they have on deport 
in the Central Gold Reserves. In ad- 


lition, during the crop moving sca- * 


son, from September to February. in- 
alusive, they may issuc their notes up 
to 15 per cent of their combined paid- 
up capital and reserye, but on notes 
so issued they must pay interest to the 
Dominion Government at & rate not 
exceeding & per cent, per annum. 

The fonds at the disposal ‘of the 
Canesdian chartered banks and with 
which they do business come chiefly 
from three sources: 1, Capital and re- 
serve; 2, the bank note iseuc; 3, de- 
posits by the public. 4, 

Taking there items singly, reference 
to the bank statement for September 
90, 1922, shows that the paid-up cap- 
ital of the 17 chartered banks of Can- 


ada on that date was 1$125,004,717, ~ 


while the reserve funds of the banka 
stood at $190,225,995.. The paid-up 
capital has all been provided by the 
shareholders, while the reserve fund 
consists partly of premiums paid by 
shareholders through the purchase of 
new stock at a price above par and 
partly of accumulated profits. 

The average amount of current 
loans in Canada during 1921 was $1,- 
246, 018,265, ana if the interest charge 
on these loans averaged 7 per cent., 
it means that the borrowers paid tho 
banka $87,221,978 in interest in 1921. 
In addition, call and short loans by 
the banks in Canada averaged $109,- 
$42,625, and allowing an interest ratc 
of G per cent, this business would yield 


the banks $6,572,557. Loans to muni- + 


cipalitics averaged $77,140,465 ‘for the.

than France's, her industries more flourishing, her divi- 
dends larger. Her restoration to farther prosperity is de- 
sirable, but it. must not be effected at the oxpense of 
France, :

Five’. hundred thousand horse 
power had been. put to 
before the .war;. an cqual saat 
was installed during lostilitics; three 
hundred thousand have been added 
since the armistice, and two hundred 
thousand more soon will be in use, mak- 
ing a total of a million and a half, equal 
to half: the total stationary steam 
power uscd in France in 1913. 

The plans of the Public Works De 
partment, as explained to the Associated 
Press, provide for the utilization of ap 
proximately four million horse ‘Power 
within five years. The realization of 
this project will not only make France 
independent of foreign markets for coal, 
but will*go along way toward making 
good the big deficits in the operation of 
French railroads, which will largely sub- 
stitute all electricity for coal when the 
current is available. The French rail- 
Toads paid 184,000,000 frances for coal in 
1913, they paid 2,145,000,000 francs for 
about the same quantity of coal in 1920; 
the difference of approximately 2,000, 
000,000 francs was just about equal to 
the deficit for 1920. 

The biggest individual. job of this 
kind, the damming of the river Rhone 
at Genissiat, near the Swixs frontier, to 
furnish an avcrage of 750,000 hore 
power at all scasons, is temporarily held 
up pending agreement between the 
state, the department of Savoie, and the 
communes interested. Other work is 
continuing regularly, however, all along 
the French Alps, and this in spite of the 
high costs, reckoned by experts of the 
Public -Works: Ministry .at four and a 
half times the prewar cost,
